WASHINGTON, July 18 
(UPI)—A former Army official 
said today he wrote a memo- 
randum last year raising the 
question whether Sherman 
Adams was guilty of “highly 
unethical” conduct in an Army 
contract case.

comment concerning the presi- 
dential assistant in the spring 
of 1957 because of some evi- 
dence that pressure was being 
brought to bear on the Armed 
Forces Board of Contract Ap- 
peals, of which he was then a 
member.

Many residents of northwest 
St. Louis ran from their homes 
in their night clothing when 
an air raid siren in the 5700 
block of Henner avenue began 
sounding at 2:50 a.m. today be- 
cause of a short circuit. Some 
got into their automobiles and | 
began driving toward St. Louis 
county, causing a small traffic 
jam. 

In Glendale, police turned 
on that community's air raid 
siren at about 10:30 o'clock 
last night to: alert residents 
of a funnel-shaped cloud that 
was reported 50 miles to the 
west and moving eastward. 
Hundreds of telephone calls 
were received by police in 
Glendale and surrounding com- 
munities from. persons asking 
it there was an air raid. 

The siren on Henner avenue 
sounded a continuous, high-| 
pitched moan for about 25 
minutes until James Mitchell, 
a Union Electric Co. employe, 
climbed the pole and cut the 
wires. He said the short circuit 
apparently was caused by the 
heavy rain. 


Police Sgt. James Horn, who 
was in charge of the Ruskin 
avenue station early today, said 
residents in the immediate vi-

One woman was crying,’ * he 
said. “She asked me, ‘What will 
I do with my children?’ Anoth- 
er asked if the trouble in 
Lebanon had anything to do 
with it.” 

Horn said the traffic jam 
was caused by motorists trying 
to get away from the area 
while others were driving to- 
ward the siren to find out 
what was going on. 

“It was the closest thing to 
a panic I have ever seen,” he 
said. 

Mitchell said there was a fire 
in the siren’s mechanism when 
he cut the wires. When the 
sound died away, Horn and 
other policemen explained to 
residents and induced them to 
return to their homes. 

Three telephone operators at 
Police Headquarters said the 
23 lines for incoming calls 
were jammed with more than 
500 inquiries while the siren 
was sounding. It could be heard 
at the Penrose street police 
station, about four miles from 
the siren.

cloth contract. 

(The company did get a re- 
fund of $41,284.21 in 1957 after 
it had been previously denied.) 

Austin said the letter carried 
a note from the White House 
to the Army chief of staff ask- 
ing the Army to compose a 
reply. This note was “quite in- | 
nocuous” but it was the letter 
itself which was questionable, 
he said. 

Austin said he would have to 
refresh his memory by seeing 
the letter before he could say 
what it contained that was 
questionable

Parley Continues in 
Face of Waning 
Hopes of Driving 
Rebels Out of Iraq. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) 
—British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd resumed his talks 
with United States officials to- 
day amid increasing indications 
that the West may have to 
live with the new revolutionary 
regime in Iraq. 

Lloyd's meeting with Dulles 
lasted two hours and 45 min- 


utes. The British official had 
no comment afterward to a Va- 
riety of question put to him by 
reporters. He said he would 
confer again with Dulles later 
in the day. 

The State Department. said 
the Dulles-Lloyd conversations 
would run through this eve- 
ning and in their final round 
after dinner would include 
Canadian and French partici- 
pants. 

Dulles is giving a dinner for 
Lloyd and his top advisers to 
which Canadian Foreign Secre- 
tary Sidney Smith and French 
Ambassador Herve Alphand 
have been invited.: White said 
no inforamtion would be re- 
leased afterward.

MOSCOW, July 18 (AP)—A 
rowdy mob ef Soviet demon- | 


strators smashed at least 275 
windows in the United States 
embassy here today and 
stained the. building with blue 


and green ink, hurled in 
bottles. 
The demonstration, the sec- 


ond in as many days protesting ~ 
against the landing of United 


States Marines in Lebanon, 
was televised live on the Mos- 
cow television network. 

At 6:30 p.m., more than 
three hours after today’s dem- 
onstration began, Soviet troops 
and militiamen were bolstered 
up to a force of 1000 and be- 
| gan a determined effort to 
break up the crowd. 

An army general and a mi- 
litia general directed the op- 
erations, with the help of 
prowl radio cars.

placards into 
started heaping 
the debris of stones, bricks. 
sticks and posters from the 
littered boulevard fronting the 
embassy. 

Two Youths Arrested. 

One of the last demon- 
strators to plant a placard on 
the embassy wall was a war- 
time amputee who drove onto 
the sidewalk in a three-wheel 
car specially made for wound- 
ed war veterans. 

Two youths, apparently over- 
exuberant by Soviet standards, 
were arrested and taken away 
in a police wagon. 

The crowd covered a 10- 
lane boulevard in front of the 
embassy and extended for a 
half a mile in eath direction. 
Estimates of its size ranged up 
to 100,000. 

A force of 300 to 400 militia- 
men finally began pushing the 
demonstrators back from the 
embassy to a sidewalk on the 
far side of the street. 

By that time every window 
on the first three floors had 
been smashed and there was a 
scattering of broken glass on 
other floors up to the sixth. 

Pellet Hits Window. 
A nearly-spent air gun pellet 


hit a window of Ambassador | 


Llewellyn E.. Thompson's office 
on the ninth floor of the 10- 
story building but failed to 
break the pane. 

All embassy personnel had 
been ordered by Thompson to 
| Stay well away from the front 
of the building and there were 
no reports of any injuries to 
Americans. Furniture had been 
removed from the lower floor 
rooms when the ugly mood of 
the crowd became apparent.

BEIRUT, July 18—A_. third 
battalion of 1650 United States 
Marines made an assault-style 
landing and established a 
beachhead four miles north of 
Beirut today.

centrated in the Beirut area, 
where they hold two  beach- 
heads and have secured posi- 
tiens at the, airport and com- 
mercial docks.

(In addition a small detach- 
ment of United States para- 
troopers flew in from Adana, 
Turkey. A spokesman who 
flew with them said the entire 
First Airborne group would be 
flown in soon.) 

Assault landing craft brought 
the marines ashore at 9 a.m. 
in full. battle dress from five 
Navy ships standing offshore. 
Navy planes pivuvided air cover 
from the carriers Essex and 
Saratoga cruising more than 
100 miles out to sea 

Marines Dig In. 

Marines from a first wave 
tactical force of three rifle 
companies hit the beach first. 
They dug in and placed ma- 
chine guns just as if they were 
facing resistance. The tactical 


force carried food, water and 
-ammunition enough 


to fight 
three days unassisted, the bat- 
talion commander, Lt. Col.

“The peace-loving countries 
and people throughout the 
world definitely will not look 
on this British intervention 
with folded arms. The Chi- 
nese government deems it nec- 
essary to warn the British 
government that it must im- 
mediately stop its armed ag- 
gression against Jordan, with- 
draw from Jordan all its armed 
forces and discontinue the 
provocation of concentrating 
forces around the Republic of 
Iraq.” 


MOSCOW, July 18 (AP) — 
The Kremlin warned the 
United States and Britain in a 
special declaration tonight it 
will not remain indifferent to 
what it called their acts of un- 
provoked aggression against 
Lebanon and Jordan. 

It said in a statement issu@! 
by the Foreign Ministry that it 
will “have to take the. neces- 
sary measures dictated by the 
interests of the security of the 
Soviet Union and preservation 
of general peace” against this

The Kremlin at the same 


time confirmed in a separate 
statement that President Nas- 
ser of the United Arab Repub- 
li¢ visited Moscow “in the 
last few days” and held a sec- 
ret conference with Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev. 

Thet conference, it said, con- 
cerned “the question of stop- 
ping aggression by the United 
States and other colonial pow- 
ers, in the Near and Middle 
Fast as well as the preserva- 
tion of peace and the indepen- 
dence of Arab states.”

NASSER PLEDGE 
TO ‘CARRY ARMS’ 


DAMASCUS, July 18 (UPI) 
—President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser of the United Arab Repub- 
lic declared tonight after a con- 
ference in Moscow that the 
Arab bloc wil “carry arms” 
against any intervention in 
Iraq. 

“I declare that we will all 
carry arms to defend the flame 
of liberty which has triumphed 
in Iraq,” Nasser said in a radio 
address 

“All of us will bear arms to 
defend Arab nationalism,” he 
said. “We do not fear fleets 
nor atom bombs. We are ready 
for the worst. We will fight 
to the last drop of our blood.” 

Nasser broadcast over Da- 
mascus radio shortly after com- 
ing from a conference in Mos- 


cow with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev yesterday.

A shortage of flour and corn- 
meal forced a cut in the 
amount of these items to be 
distributed this month, he said. 
Orders for both often take two 
and three weeks to fill because 
they have to be ground and 
prepared for consumption. 

Every family receiving food 
this month got less flour and 
cornmeal because of the short- 
age. The amounts each received 
depended on the number of 
persons in the family. It 
ranged from five pounds for 
one person to 20 pounds for a 
family of 10. 

When food distribution 
started last April, the schedule 
called for one person to get 
10 pounds of flour and ranged 
up to 40 pounds for a family 
of 10

Negotiators for the Union 
Electric Co. and the Interna- 
tional Union of Operating En- 
gineers will meet Monday at 
the company’s office in an ef- 
fort to avert a strike of 1275 
powerhouse employes sched- 
uled for July 28. 

The meeting was arranged 
yesterday by George Squires, 
commissioner for the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation 
Service, after the powerhouse 
employes voted overwhelming- 
ly to strike unless a settle- 
ment is reached by the July 28 
date. 

Leo Bachinski, .business man- 
ager of Local 148 of the Oper- 
ating Engineers, said 95 per 
cent of the membership had 
voted to reject the most recent 
company offer. The union is 
seeking a wage increase and 
additional fringe benefits. De- 
tails of the demand and com- 
pany offer have not been made 
public. 

Employes of the company 
voted in secret balloting at a 
series of meetings in St. Louis, 


East St. Louis, Bagnell Dam 
and Keokuk, Ia. 
“This thing can be settled 


without a strike if the company 
will continue Bargaining,” 
Bachinski said. “We may be 
forced to strike if this latest 
offer is the last to be made by 
the company. 


In event of a work stoppage, 
Union Electric could be seized 
by the state under provisions 
of the King-Thompson Act. 
which bars strikes against pub- 
lic utilities. 

Asked about the union's at- 
titude toward the King- Thomp- 
son Act, Bachiniski said: “It 
IS a question whether the Mis- 
souri plants of the company 
will continue to operate under 
King- Thompson. Gur members 
just don’t intend to work if a 
strike is called,” 

The company issued a state- 
ment today saying it was pre- 


pared to continue bargaining 
with the union committee in 
the hope of “reaching a rea- 


sonable settlement.” The state. 
ment added, however. that the 
company already is caught in 
a serious economic squeeze as 
a result of increased costs of 
“about everything we buy.”

Let the U.N. Function 


The arrival of British paratroopers in Jor- 


dan, with full American s broadens 


and complicates‘the Middle East crisis. Amer-. 


ican intervention on behalf of the Chamoun 
government in Lebanon has become a con- 
certed British-American intervention on be- 
half of both Chamoun and King Hussein in 
Jordan. If the plan is to go one step further 
and support Hussein in an effort to over- 
throw the revolutionary regime in Iraq, the 
complications and risks will multiply geo- 
metrically. | 

It is one thing to heed a threatened gov- 
ernment’s call for help, quite another te con- 
duct a counter-revolution to restore a govern- 
ment that has beeh overthrown. 

In justifying the Lebanon intervention, 
President Eisenhower and Ambassador Lodge 
have emphasized the “Peace Through Deeds” 
resolution passed by the General Assembly 
in 1950. This resolution condemned the in- 
tervention of one state in the internal affairs 
of another “for the purpose of changing its 
legally established government by the threat 
or use of force.” It declared that aggression, 
whether committed openly “or by fomenting 
civil strife in the interest of a foreign power, 
is the gravest of all crimes against peace and 
security.” 

. . . 

There is no question that the revolt in 
Iraq, and the civil strife in Jordan and Leba- 
non, have’in one degree or another been 
fomented by the United Arab Republic and 
the Soviet Union. They are therefore the 
proper subject of concern by the United 
Nations. 

Nothing in the “Peace Through Deeds” 
resolution, however, authorizes Britain and 
the United States to decide for themsélves 
when “indirect aggression” has been com- 
mitted, or to undertake by themselves na- 
tional measures to combat it. On the con- 
trary, the resolution recommends “prompt 
united action,” not unilateral action. 

The “uniting for peace” procedure, adopted 
at about the same time, sets up machinery 
by which the Assembly can deal with aggres- 
sion even though the Security Council is im- 
mobilized by veto. 

If Britain and the United States claim a 
U.N. sanction for their intervention, they 
have an obligation to accept the U.N. remedy 
as well, This means that at the very least 
they should be striving vigorously and effec- 
tively for the establishment of a U.N. force 
to take over in Lebanon and Jordan as rapid- 
ly as possible. That is what President Eisen- 
hower told the nation he intended to do. 

+ 7. ° 

In the Suez crisis of 1956, when the United 
States opposed military action by Israel, Brit- 
ain and France, the “uniting for peace” pro- 
cedure worked fast and effectively. After 
Security Council action was vetoed by the 
British and French on Oct, 31, a special ses- 
sion of the Assembly met on Nov. 1, a cease- 
fire was ordered on Nov. 2, and a U.N. emer- 
gency force was on the way to Egypt by 
Nov, 15. 

Today the circumstances are different; 
Britain and the United States are on the same 
side, partners in military intervention. Never- 
theless they have a real obligation to support 
the substance, and not merely the appear- 
ance, of U.N. action to take over responsi- 
bility in the Middle East. It is good news that 
the American delegation now says it -will 
favor going to the “Assembly if the Security 
Council cannot a¢t. That implies a willingness 
to abide by the Assembly's judgment, what- 
ever it may be.

While the state has purchased the old Capi- 
tol in St. Charles;and St, Louisans are work- 
ing to rescue théir city’s historic relics from 
destruction, a private organization has opened 
one of the area’s most unusyal historic sites 
to public inspection, .

The air over Antarctica today may 
be over Argentina tomorrow. Sur- 
prisingly little is known about the 
exchange of great. air masses be- 
tween the polar regions and the 
tropics. 


That the Vast Antarctic icecap, 
which is large enough to cover the 
United States afd Mexico ‘combined, 
has a profound effect on weather 
and climate has long been suspected. 
Certainly, the hub of the atmospher- 
ic circulation for the Southern Hem- 
isphere is located on Antarctica, and 
just as certainly it is the world’s 
greatest cold weather factory. 


Antarctica has another indirect 
but profound effect. on world weath- 
er and climate. It has been estimated 
that Antarctica discharges into the 
seas. that surround it ice in such 
quantity that, combined with. the 
sea ice which annually forms a 
“halo” several hundred miles wide 
around the continent, it would cover 
all the land masses of the earth with 
a iayer one foot thick. 


To the casual observer the vast 
Antarctic icecap may appear to be 
of technical scientific interest only. 
This is not true. Since nearly 90 per 
cent of all the land ice in the world 
lies on Antarctica, changes in the 
volume and thickness of the ice are 
matters of universal concern. The 
return to the oceans of but a few 
feet of thickness of ice as melted 
water would have serious effects in 
many places: and if all the ice 
melted into the sea, its level would 
rise 150 to 200 feet. 


The International Council of Sci- 
entific Unions (1.C.S.U.), which pro- 
mated the International Geophysi- 
cal Year through a specially created 
committee, is deeply interested in 
the continuity of scientific programs 
after the L.G.Y. terminates. 


The successful operation of Hal- 
let Station jointly by New Zealand 
and the United States may have es- 
tablished a precedent that will be 
followed elsewhere. Real economies 
could also be effected by the con- 
solidation of stations in the Palmer 
Peninsula region. Political considera- 
tions make this less likely to occur. 


For whether by chance or not, 
Paimer Peninsula, the most attrac- 
tive part of Antarctica, is claimed 
some of this data may turn out 
in the long run to be of more value 
by Britain, Argentina, and Chile. 


This area holds greater possibilities 
for the existence of metaliic mineral 
deposits than any other part of the 
continent. To aid Argentina, the 
United States could revive Secretary 
of State Hull's proposal for invoking 
the Moriroe née to include all 
lands te the South Pole. Such a pro- 
posal, however, would certainly not 
be acceptable to the British. 


Probably all the claimant nations in 
Antarctica tacitly accept the United 
States’s right to claim Marie Byrd 
and Elisworth lands: This area, how- 
ever, is still the most inaccessible 
part of Antarctica. . 

Our only access now to Marie Byrd 
Land is over the Ross Dependency 
claimed by New 
Zealand. More- 
over, the only 
known land area 
that could be 
used as a base for 
an airstrip is near 
our naval facility 
at McMurdo 
Sound, which is 
also in the Ross 
Dependency. A 

joint claim by the 
R. Adm. Dufek United States and 
New Zealand would have merit and 
might be advantageous to both. 


Although the U.S.S.R. has made 
no claims in Antarctica, it has long 
since made it clear that it will recog- 
nize no realignment of claims to 
which it is not a party. It is not 
likely that any of the approaches 
suggested above would win the ac- 
quiescence of the Russians. On the 
contrary, these moves might stimu- 
late them to make claims of their 
own on the basis of von Bellings- 
hausen’s supposed discoveries. 


Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
of India recently proposed that the 
whole matter of Antarctic claims 
be discussed by the United Nations 
General Assembly, but his proposal 
did not get on the agenda. Yet it 
is difficult to see how face-saving, 
so important among the nations with 
overlapping claims, can be accom- 
plished except by some form of in- 
ternationalization of Antarctica. Per- 
haps the experience of the Interna- 
tional Geophysical ‘Year will provide 
a point of departure toward an in- 
ternational solution,

The complaint was in a state- 
ment by Glenn L. Archer, ex- 
ecutive director of Protestants 
and Other Americans United 
for Separation of Church and 
State He criticized a new 
regulation by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service which he _ said 
leaves it up to a church as to 
whether its businesses. are tax 
exempt, 

“The simple statement of the 
church that the personnel en- 
gaged in its unregulated enter- 
prises are qualified to perform 
sacerdotal (priestly) duties im- 
mediately exempts the enter- 
prises,” Archer said.

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Real Estate Group Supports 
Passage of Bill to Curb 
‘Advance Fee Racket’ 


_. The National Association of Real Estate Boards voted its 
support this week of a bill which would impose a criminal 
penalty on certain fraudulent practices in connection with ad- 
yance fee real estate transactions. 

Spokesman for the organization's 62,000 members was Leon 
E. Tedd, Camden, N.J., realtor and former state lftense law 
official, who testified before the Senate Permanent Investi- 
gating subcommittee. He urged passage of the bill and offered 


several amendments to the 
language of the measure. 

Todd noted that the nation's 
property owners are bilked of 
millions of dollars annually by 
fast-talking advance fee rack- 
eteers. In the process, he de- 
Clared, they are blackening the 
reputation of the entire real 
estate field, 

The New Jersey realtor 
made it clear at the outset 
that N.A.R.E.B. was not at- 
tacking the principle of paying 
an advanfce fee for the sale 
of real estate. “Some of the 
most reputable erganizations 
in our business who engage in 
interstate sale of real estate 
charge an advance fee be- 
cause of the nation-wide pro- 
motional activity in which they 
engage,” he explained. 

Usually Unlicensed Brokers. 


_“The perpetrators of the ad- 
vance fee racket are, in our 
experience, generally  unli- 
censed real estate brokers 
whose interstate operations 
have permitted them to flour- 
ish despite the efforts of local 
real estate boa and state 
licensing law officials,” Todd 
told the legislators. 


He explained how the fraud- 
ulent advance fee operation to 
which the proposed legislation 
ig directed works. 


“The operator purports to 
act as an advertiser or ‘finder’ 
of prospective buyers of busi- 
fess opportunities and, to a 
lesser extent, real property. 
While the advance fee com- 
pany may legally agree only 
to advertise, the salesmen gen- 
érally offer verbally many 
Services which the firm does 
not bind itself to perform in 
its’ written contract. 


“The salesmen making the 
‘pitch’ flashes a sample cata- 
logue revealing lists of par- 
ticipating brokers throughout 
the United States. This so 
impresses an owner that he 
believes payment of the fee, 
varying from $150 to $10,000 
—<depending. upon the asking 
price of the property or the 
advertising space reserved — 
will invoke a nationwide effort 
to sell his property.” 

But when the owner parts 
with the fee, Todd asserted, 
that is the end of the story. Or, 
if he doesn’t pay the fee, he 
spon finds that he is being 


sued on a contract fn which 
the operator has agreed only 


to advertise the property. 


Todd pointed to another “in- 
sidious aspect” of the advance 
fee racket. “In many cases of 
which we have knowledge,” he 
said, “the advance fee operator 
publishes the names of local 
realtors~as being their repre- 
sentatives when in fact no con- 
tacts were ever made to secure 
the realtors as representatives, 
Presumably the racket obtains 
the names of realtors from a 
rester which is published an- 
nually in a national publica- 
tion.” 

Quotes Editorial. 


The -N.A.R.E.B. representa- 
tive called to the attention of 
the lawmakers the efforts of 
the Association in its weekly 
publication, Realtor’s Head- 
lines, to report on the activi- 
ties ofthe Federal Trade Com- 
mission in trying to curb the 
racket and to seek realtor co- 
operation with real estate com- 
missions and law officials in 
exposing the advance fee op- 
erators., 

He quoted an editorial in the 
publication which read in part: 

“The Committee on Profes- 
sional Standards considers it 
unethical for any real estate 
broker to demand or compel 
the payment of an advance list- 
ing fee for the listing of prop- 
erty for sale or lease. 

“The board of directors, 
however, does not consider it 
unethical for a real estate 
broker to make an advance 
charge for actual costs sueh as 
special advertising, brochures, 
special signs, and extensive dis-

High prices, Clague says, 
have lifted many new houses 
“out of reach of the mass mar- 
ket.” 

In an article in “Construc- 
tion Review.” published joint- 
ly by the Labor.and Commerce 
Departments, Clague pointed 
out that, in 1956, 46 per cent 
of American families were able 
to afford homes costing up to 
$12,000. But only 27 per cent 
of new houses were priced that 
low, he said. 

“Unless there is some cor- 
rection of this disparity, the 
market demand for housing in 
the years immediately ahead 
will be more limited than it 
would be otherwise,’ Clague 
stated. 

Citing an expected drop in 
the number of new families 
each year and high housing 
prices, Clague said there is

Power Lines 
Don't Affect 
Realty Value 


The belief that property 
loses value because electric 
power lines traverse it, or are 
nearby, is false in the opinion 
of one of the nation’s leading 
authorities on public utility 
valuations. 


Cloice D. Carll, Los Angeles 
appraiser, tells why this is his 
conclusion in the current issue 
of The Appraisal Journal, quar- 
terly publication of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Real Estate 


Appraisers. 
Carll, who was for 20 years 
supervising utility appraiser 


for the Department of Water 
and Power of Los Angeles, 
says he made numerous in- 
vestigations of property devot- 
ed to many uses and inter- 
viewed more than 1500 buyers 
or sellers of property adjoin- 
ing or-traversed by an electric 
transmission line right of way. 

He said he found that “the 
mere presence or close prox- 
imity of the right of way did 
not adversely affect the market 
value of such properties.” 

“This is not to say that there 
are many buyers in the market 
who will not buy such proper- 
ties, just as there are many 
buyers who will not purchase 
property next to a church site 
or near a fire station,” Caril 
explains. “But there are suffi- 
cient numbers of buyers in the 
market at all times who will 
and do buy, or prefer to buy 
properties that adjoin a trans- 
mission line right of way, that 
such properties sell in the 
open market.” 

And, he notes, they sell for 
the same prices that compar- 
able properties situated far 
from such power lines are sell- 
ing for at the same time. 

Purchasing of easement 
rights by a public utility, Carll 
explains in his article, such as 
for transmission lines, is ac- 
complished by the execution of 
a deed and usually the making 
of a lump sum payment to 
the property owner. 

“Most rights of way cover 
only a limited land area which 
is usually of a width varying 
from a few feet to as much as 
several hundred feet, but hav- 
ing an extended length gener- 
ally over many miles and usu- 
ally traversing many proper- 
ties,” Carll writes. 

“Under the easement form 
of right of way, the grantee 
obtains only those property 
rights which are reasonably 
necessary to provide for con- 
struction, «maintenance, opera- 
tion, inspection, rebuilding or 
repairing of the improvements 
which are designated to be 
placed upon and within the 
right-of-way area.”

“little prospect” that home- 
building will top the 1955 rate 
of 1,330,000 dwelling units be- 
fore the mid 1960's. 

“The basic demand factors 
for housing will not be as 
strong during the next six or 
seven years as they were up to 
1957,” he predicted. 

But after that, Clague and 
other economists agree that 
homebuilding should pick up 
sharply as “war babies” get 
married and set up housekeep- 
ing for themselves. 

In admittedly conservative 
projections, the census bureau 
has estimated that the number 
of new households set up be- 
tween 1965 and 1970 will aver+ 
age 753,000 a year. ‘That fig- 
ure is nearly a third higher 
than the bureau’s figure of 
569,000 new households a year 
for 1960-65. The bureau esti- 
mated the 1955-60 average at 
521,000 households a year. 

An economist for the Na+ 
tional Association of Homeé- 
builders agreed with Clague’s 


forecast of homebuilding ac- 
tivity in the next few years. 
He added that with houses 


bigger now than a few years 
ago an equal number of units 


built actually means more con- 
struction activity 
The ‘economist said he 


looked for an annual average 
of 1,200,000 new units in the 
next six years. That would be 
slightly more than in five of 
the past seven years, he noted, 
but would indicate that the 
industry wasn’t expanding very 
much. 


In another look at the 
homebuilding future, the 
United States Savings and 
Loan League foresaw a pos 
sible “boomlet” in construc- 
tion of rental units The 
league's quarterly § letter 
pointed out that “multiple 
family dwellings now account 
for a higher proportion of 
housing starts—more than 20 
per cent—than at any time 
since 1952.” 

Demand for rental units, 


consisting mostly of small and 
medium-sized apartments, is 
likely to show marked strength 
in the mid-1960’s, the league 
said. “This is because couples 
forming new households prob- 
ably will not be able to afford 
homes of their own.”

Patently the “Fed” moved to 
correct what { tcalled “disor- 
derly conditions” in the bond 
market.

some government bonds ral- 
lied a bit from their lows of 
the day. Long range issues de- 
clined from 8-32 to 12-32 last 
night’s close. 

By actively buying treasury 
bonds to support market’ price 
levels, the Federal Reserve 
switched a policy inaugurated 
in 1951. At that time it aban- 
doned a policy of pegging gov- 
ernment bond prices by ac- 
tively buying bonds. Since 
then, the “fed” has only 
bought or sold short term 
notes and certificates. 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York said: 

“In view of conditions in 
the United States government 
securities market, the federal 
open market committee has in- 
structed the manager of the 
open market account to pur- 
chase government securities 
in addition to short-term gov- 
ernment securities.”

NEW YORK, July 18. 

EXTRA-SENSORY PERCEPTION is explained in a 
press release as that “rather common experience of a per- 
sop waking up in the middle of the night feeling certain 
soinething has happened to a friend.” That feeling of fore- 
boding I. had through 
“ESP,” the new ABC-TV 
show based on extra- 
sensory perception. 
Something terrible is 
happening, I kept tell- 
ing myself, right now. 

“Another example 
which has probably been 
experienced at one time 
or another by everyone 
is the experience of 
walking into a_ strange 
room and suddenly say- 
.ing ‘This place looks so 
familiar, I could swear 
I've been here before.’” 

Well, Sir, I bet I wasn’t 
the only one who swore 
he’d been in that room 
before. Same old isola- 
tion ‘booths — except 
they're roomier and the 
contestants are seated in 
comfortable chairs—same old isolation booth music, same 


old lights flashing out the amount of loot the guy. has 
coming to him. 


VINCENT PRICE 


It's too bad, too. Extra-sensory perception in 
all its aspects—precognition, clairvoyance, telep- 
athy—is a perfectly fascinating subject and one 
well worth television’s time. I don’t even mind 
their making a quiz game out of it provided they 
make a good one. But they didn’t. 


With all that elaborate equipment at hand and with 
an advance build-up that Houdini would have envied, 
emcee Vincent Price simply dealt out three cards and 
asked his two competing contestants to take a wild stab at 
guessing what they were. And wild stab is what they 
took at it. Either théy got them all wrong or, at best, got 
one right. I’m not sure what the odds are but, gee whiz, 
we were doing that well, taking stabs at the thing in our 
living room. 

Even if the two contestants had gotten them all right 
there is a limit to the amount of interest the sight of three 
cards can stir in me. (Unless, of course, it's Chemin de Fer 
and I’ve got a couple thousand francs wagered on the out- 
come.) There must be something you can do with ESP 
besides making a card-guessing game of it, Anyhow, the 
contestants will have to do better than they did on opening 
night. 

A completely unscientific theory advanced by a lady 
I know after the opening debacle is that Vincent Price’s 
personality is simply too heavy for the thought waves to 
get through. “He’s altogether too massive,” she declared 
sharply. “How can a thought wave project through Vincent 
Price. They should get a more delicately-boned actor.” 

Each ESP contestant is asked to contribute a bit. of 
extra-sensory experience to the show. These were not all 
cheerful. One lady told how she dreamed that her fiance 
had returned from his vacation and told her he had met 
another girl and planned to marry her. Taxed with this in- 
telligence, the fiance admitted that, well, he had met 4an- 
other girl and planned to marry her. And marry her he 
did. Her extra-sensory sensitivity caused her nothing but 
grief, in fact. She once had a job as secretary and, when 
her boss paused in his dictation, she went right on with 
the sentences. When her boss discovered she finished his 
sentences ahead of himself, he fired her. Quite right, too. 
She’d be an unnerving girl to have around. 

If all this makes the show sound intriguing, forget it. 
It isn’t. And it could be.

Mr. Raitt chimes in with some of our better 
show tunes. Miss Kirsten sings grand opera. Stan Fre- 
berg exchanges quips with Orville, his puppet from outer 
space, and some of this is very, very funny indeed. Al- 
together it’s a darned good show for the summer evening 
air and perhaps something can be done about, keeping it 
together for the winter evening air next season. 

I’m afraid I can’t say the same for the Steve Lawrence- 
Eydie Gorme replacement of Steve Allen’s show. The whole 
operation seemed a bit strained and tentative and thin. 
But then it was the first night. Maybe it'll get a little 


more substantial before the month is out.

Now Somewhat Changed i in Middle Ages He Won't erent Show Business—Describes Activities of F our Sons |

HOLLYWOOD, 
July 18 (UPD. 


FORGET EVERYTHING 
you've heard about Bing Cros- 
by quitting show business. He 
may be, as he says himself, 
“too old to win the girl and not 
old enough to give her away”— 
but he intends neither to retire 
nor even bow out slowly. 

Bing has plans. 

One reason he’s still looking 
forward is that he heads one 
of the most fabulous family 
clans in Hollywood and feels 
he can’t let any member of 
the clan down, and that in- 
cludes his sons, all four of 
them, 


I spoke with Bing about his 
plans and his family. And 
here’s the picture: 


Bing is today a millionaire, 
a fellow who can Call his shots. 
He is in demand in TV, motion 
pictures, radio and records, 
and he’s got a lot of other 
things going for him such as 
oil wells, gas production, a big 
cattle ranch, several homes, 
real estate and other invest- 
ments. 


He has obligations, too, and 
feels them strongly. He has a 
wife, four grown sons whose 
future is important to him, a 
couple of brothers who are in 
business with him, and a 
legion of loyal employes who 
have been closely associated 
with him over the years. 

“And I need money, regard- 
less of what Bob Hope says,” 
said Bing, who is in the 90 
per cent tax bracket. 


Nobody loves the relaxed 
way of life better than Crosby. 
But, at the same time, he has 
a keen sense of responsibility 
and pride of achievement. 

“I thought I could bow out of 
show business but I’ve changed 
my mind,” Bing told me. “You 
accumulate obligations, finan- 
cial and otherwise. 


“You just can’t close up the 
show. A lot of people are de- 
pendent upon me and, besides, 
I have to meet taxes.” 


I showed Bing a magazine 
clipping of a few years back 
which estimated his wealth at 
$15,000,000. He donned a pair 
of specs, glanced at the story, 
and turned it back with a skep- 
tical smile. 


“Well,” he said, “I have 
some real estate and a few 
homes and other properties. 
If I could sell those holdings 
and wind up with a million 
dollars I'd be lucky. If you 
took my income and support- 
ed what I have to support 
you'd have a little trouble.” 


Bing said he has a house “for 
me and the kids” at Beverly 
Hills, a “little place” in Palm 
Springs, another “little place” 
at Pebble Beach, south of San 
Francisco, oil holdings in Tex- 
as, and a cattle ranch at Elko, 
Nev., on which he “runs” about 
5000 cattle. 


Keeping the appointment for 
our interview, Bing sauntered 
into the office of his agents, 
the firm of Rosenberg-Coryell 
in Beverly Hills. He was pleas- 
ant, as always. We were shown 
to a sumptuous, white-carpeted 
office. 

Pulling out a pipe and light- 
ing it with a kitchen match, 
Bing dropped comfortably into 
a big leather’ chair, put his 
feet up on a desk, and smiling- 
ly said, “Let’s go.” 

He was casually (and typi- 
cally) attired in a blue sports 
jacket, gray flannel slacks, and 
his ankles were encased in 
bright red socks. 

At 54, Bing is a slim.5 feet 94% 
inches, weighing 175 pounds. 
He has a high forehead, rather 
thin face, brown hair and 
bright blue eyes. He had re- 
cently returned from a fishing 
trip to Alaska and looked fit 
and tanned. 

“What are your immediate 
plans in show business?” I 
asked. 

Puffing his pipe, Bing re- 

li 


ed: 
“I have in mind two spectac- 
ulars for American Broadcast- 


ing Co., to be sponsored by 
Oldsmobile. The first will be- 
gin on Oct. 1. The second will

“I'm not pushing myself on 
television.

H ypnotizing Animals

DR. FRIEDRICH MESMER 
obtained some of his ideas for 
hypnotism from a Swiss priest, 
J. J. Gassner. Father Gassner | 
declared that cures could be | 
brought about without the use 
of magnets, but simply by 
stroking the body. 

By the time he reached Par- 
is, Mesmer had given up the 
magnet plan, but he delivered | 
lectures on “animal magne- | 
tism.” He also practiced mes- 
merism, or hypnotism 

At length the doctor from 
Vienna built a hospital in Par- 
is. Often his patients joined 
hands and formed a circle. 
Then they were hypnotized in 
a group. 

Dr. Mesmer moved to Swit- 
zeriland later in his life and 
remained there until his death 
at the age of 81. He believed 
in his work, and expected his 
methods to prove of lasting 
value 

Q. What was the attitude of 
other doctors toward Mesmer 
at the time of his death? 

A. Most of them felt that he 
was a charlatan, but here and 
there he had advocates. One 
friend was Dr. James Braid, 
a Scotsman who was practic- 
ing medicine in Manchester, 
England. Braid suggested the 
use of the word “hypnotism” 
instead of “mesmerism.”
